REPORT OF W. L. DUNCAN, D. S. 

(Beaumont District.) 

Mr. President and Brethren: 

It gives me pleasure to present to you my second report of the Beau- 
mont District. The Texas Conference feels greatly honored to have 
Bishop Neely, our friend and brother beloved, to preside over us again 
in two years. We esteem him as a great preacher and able parlia- 
mentarian. We appreciate his true and tried love for us as a strug- 
gling race. Mr. President, we welcome you most hfeartily. 

The Beaumont District was created two years ago, having your ap- 
proval. We, your preachers and members of the new district, desire 
to express our hearty thanks for the deep interest you have shown in 
us by lending your undivided support in extending our borders. We 
have put forth ceaseless toil from the start, and as a result the work 
is steadily growing on lines material and religious. Her possibilities 
are indeed great for our Methodism. Our motto is “Expansion and a 
Square Deal.” The following tells somewhat of the struggles of my 
faithful preachers: 

Port Arthur was simply Port Arthur, 20 miles from Beaumont, a 
splendid opening for our Methodism. For the housing of our people 
Rev. Hackett erected a small church house here last year. Bro. Downs 
reports this year. We must hold on to Port Arthur. 

Bonweir — We had but one church building in all Newton county. 
With the assistance of the District Superintendent, Bro. Dismuke pur- 
chased an acre of land and has built a church on the same. This new 
point has 20 members. 

Hemphill — At this point we have Bro. Sumers, an excellent young 
man. One of the churches which has been in debt since erection is 
now free of any financial embarrassment. We now have two church 
buildings on the work. 

San Augustine — Bro. Pryor has wrought well on this appointment. 
The work is really answering a better purpose than heretofore. We 
now have three good church buildings within the bounds of the work, 
and an excellent people. 

Jasper — Here we have Bro. J. L. Blue. For these years we have had 
but one church building in Jasper County, which was situated seven 
miles from Jasper. From the untiring efforts of Bro. Blue we have 
purchased a splendid lot in North Jasper. The outlook here is favor- 
able for our cause. 
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Newton — Another large county in which we had but one church 
building and a few members. Newton is a fine town, with fine possi- 
bilities. Through the efforts of Bro. White we have purchased an acre 
of land in the town of Newton, with plans to build a church house. 

Nacogdoches is another good town, though nothing had been done 
here by our church. Our members had about lost hope. Bro. Drew 
negotiated with a white man for a desirable house and lot at a cost of 
$450, and has met an installment. Our members here are greatly en- 
couraged over their victory. 

Rockland — We found here a dilapidated building and a few discour- 
aged members. Bro. Garrett had charge. He having married a young 
wife, they worked hard and made some headway. 

Center — That we might claim our own and advance the cause, I 
appointed Bro. Buckley, who met with good success. This is an excel- 
lent community. Mr. Perce, a white gentleman, aided us materially 
in getting our hands on a desirable church lot. Bros. G. Smith, D. 
Frank and other members here are praised for their timely support. 

Orange — Bro. Belcher did a good work from the start. All branches 
of church work are intact. The financial and spiritual condition is 
fine. The old lights have been replaced by new and better ones. 

McCabe Memorial, Beaumont — Rev. Wood has proved himself a 
faithful and tireless worker, and will make a splendid report. Old 
debts have been liquidated, repairs made and our church here is now 
on the road to glorious results. 

St. James, Beaumont — We have here a membership of 500, who are 
faithful and loyal. The church auxiliaries are all alive to good work. 
Rev. Alston entered upon his year’s work here with much enthusiasm 
and proved himself equal to emergencies. He was fortunate to cap- 
ture Miss Nellie Landry in June as his companion. Later on they 
accepted a call to take up work in Africa, and on this account they 
resigned this church the first Sunday in November and bade us fare- 
well. 

Timpson, Center, Towns, Jasper, Newton, Port Arthur and* Nacog- 
doches are new points to which we must devote much time and labor. 
The people are kind and inviting. Dr. Thomas made us a visit last 
summer, which was greatly appreciated by us all. I have held and 
caused to be held, all the quarterly meetings. I have delivered many 
short lectures here and there, that our people might faithfully put 
forth their best endeavors for Christ and His cause.

(Huntsville District.) 

Dear Bishop and Brethren: 

It affords me not a little pleasure to present you with my fourth 
annual report. This has been a year of much toil and hardship for 
us all, and yet my faithful preachers and myself have dared and 
worked for every interest and cause of the dear old church. Our true 
and tried members have stood by us nobly for a good and full year. 
As usual, quite a number of our members found it necessary to go 
from home to pick cotton during the cotton season, but withal the 
pastors will make good reports. In looking after the temporal and 
spiritual condition of the work, I have traveled 3250 miles with $175 
as traveling expenses. Several desirable church lots have been pur- 
chased, with plans on foot to erect neat and substantial church build- 
ings.

REPORT OF J. O. WILLIAMS, D. S. 

(Marshall District.) 

Dear Bishop and Fathers of the Texas Conference: 

It is with pleasure that I come now to make my sixth and last an- 
nual report as District Superintendent of the Marshall District. These 
have been six of the best years in the history of my ministerial life. 
The District has had six years of continual success. The District has 
been blessed with some of the most loyal ministers in the Texas Con- 
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ference. The following will give you an idea what each pastor has 
done: 

Daingerfield — This circuit has had a splendid year under the careful 
administration of Rev. James Clark. There have been twenty-five con- 
versions, forty-two additions, and $73 raised for benevolences. This is 
Bro. Clark’s first year, but it has been a very successful one. One new 
church was built on this circuit. 

Ebenezer — This is Rev. J. E. Bryant’s fifth year. There have been 
15 conversions, 35 additions and more than $300 raised for benevo- 
lences.

The Freedmen’s Aid Society has a pleasing, beautiful and replete his- 
tory of more than fifty years of earnest Christian endeavors in behalf 
of the Negroes of the sixteen Southern States. This unique history 
is composed of facts and figures on the interest and work of this im- 
portant society for the Negro race. We point in high pride to the hun- 
dreds of ministers, Christian teachers and physicians already on the 
field as products from these Christian schools. And, too, there are 
many about us who are well developed and trained on industrial lines. 
The enrollment in the schools for the past year was 7,130. In order 
that this good work on behalf of the colored race may be continued 
to more glorious results, the Board of Managers is making special ap- 
peals on us for means for the boys’ dormitory at Marshall, Texas, and 
at other points. The general committee has made an assessment of 
$250,000.00 on the several colored conferences, to be raised in 1912. 

The $630.00 of this amount to be raised by our Conference will be 
properly distributed among the seven districts of the Texas Conference 
by our District Superintendents, and we faithfully urge on each pastor 
and congregation to see that their respective apportionments be raised. 
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We heartily endorse the movement which is now on foot by the 
Conference Commission on $100,000.00 endowment fund for Wiley Uni- 
versity, and appeal to District Superintendents, pastors and people to 
fully co-operate that the amount be raised within the Conference year 
1912. 

We are asked also to raise $3,000.00 to be used in completing the 
boys,’ dormitory at this institution, which is imperative and urgent. 
With our sixteen thousand members fully aroused to this noble cause, 
we readily see how this much-needed amount will be realized in the 
next twelve months.

The Fifth Annual Session of the Lay Association of the Texas Con- 
ference met at Mt. Vernon Methodist Episcopal Church Friday morn- 
ing, December 1, 1911, with H. B. Pemberton presiding.

On motion of A. A. Smith committees were appointed 
as follows:

Each of the seven districts was well represented. Topics of vital 
interest to the church were ably discussed by the leading laymen pres- 
ent from all the districts.

5. That members be informed each month of amounts paid and 
amounts due. 

6. That each officer and layman subscribe for the Southwestern 
Christian Advocate. 

7. We pledge our support in raising the $100,000 endowment for 
Wiley University and the $300 for King Home. 

8. We urge the laymen of the different churches to purchase the 
Conference minutes and keep well informed on Conference work. We 
urge a good attendance upon the District Conference Associations. 

9. We appeal to the local pride of every member to labor for better 
financial and spiritual results for 1912. 

10. We earnestly request officials to clear the roll of dead-head mem- 
bers before the Annual Conference, so that the pastors will not carry 
such names to the Conference. 
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11. We favor laymen being members of the Annual Conferences. 

12. We favor the General Conference meeting on the first secular 
day of May in each quadrennium. 

13. We oppose any initiative on the part of the negro membership in 
leaving the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

14. We favor the restoration of the title, P. E. 

15. We oppose any one holding office in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church or the granting of license to preach to any one who favors the 
open saloon or votes an anti-prohibition ticket. 

16. We favor the honor roll for all churches who pay up their pas- 
tors in full.

She was united in marriage with Rev. D. C. Hailey on February 15, 
1890, and found pleasure in going with him to his different appoint- 
ments. During their happy union as husband and wife, three precious 
children were born unto them. Little Thirkield and Iliff survive their 
loving mother. Mrs. Hailey was a willing worker in the church, and 
made it her business to join the church auxiliaries wherever her and 
her husband’s lots were cast, and succeeded in making friends for 
her husband and the cause he represented. Sister Hailey is not dead, 
but sleepeth. She leaves a true, faithful husband, two precious chil- 
dren, to mourn. Her remains were laid to rest out in Greenwood Cem- 
etery, at Houston, Texas. Revs. S. W. Johnson, K. W. McMillan and 
G. A. Deslandes were present and spoke at her funeral services.
